FIRE IN ROANOKE BUILDING 
IS STUBBORN AND COSTLY. 


Starts in Cigar Store in First Floor, 
Spreads to Haberdashery and Threat- 
ens Foremeu Bros.’ Bank. 


Fire broke out at 2 o’clock this morning in 
the cigar store of M. J. Swatek, on the first 
floor of the Roanoke building, 145 La Salle 
street. The biaze, which started from an 
unknown cause, spread rapidly through the 
stock of the store, and it practically had 
been destroyed before the arrival of the 
firemen.

PERKINS QUAKES ON SPIT. 


‘Under Fire Admits He Absorbed 


Nylic Funds; Justice E. E. 
McCall Dragged Into the 
Hamilton Scandal. 


New York, Nov. 27.—[{Special. ]—President 
McCall, Vice President Perkins, and other 
officers of the New York Life testified today 
before the Arnistrong insurance committee. 
Some extraordinary facts were brought out. 

It was shown that in one year $700,000 of 
nontaxable securities were removed from 
the vaults of the company and transferred 
for a few daye to the Central National bank, 
which gave in exchange a cashier's check 
for the above amount. The inference was 
drawn that the transaction was carried 
through to enable some institution or some 
individual to evade the payment of taxes, 

It was shown also that the $50,000 which 
J. P. Morgan & Co. paid to “ Judge "’ Andy 
Hamilton and deducted from the New York 
Life’s profits in the United States Steel cor- 
poration syndicate never were entered a6 4 
debit in the insurance company’s books. 
President McCall testified he had no detailed 
knowledge as to what this money was ¢x- 
pended for. 


Company’s $40,000 Went to Nylic. 

The fact was brought out that the $40,000 
which was paid to George W. Perkins on 
the Kidder, Peabody & Co. loan transac- 
tion was deposited in his personal bank ac- 
count, but for the benefit of Nylic, the New 
York Life’s agency organization. Although 
the New York Life money was used in this 
transaction, Mr. Perkins denied that the 
$410,000 belonged to the insurance company. 

Mr. Perkins testified that he had deposited 
other sums received by him as a trustee of 
Nylic in his personal bank account and that 
he kept nothing except scattered memoranda 
of the transactions in which he engaged on 
account of the organization. He made a pit- 
iable spectacle in efforts to explain what he 
had done with the $40,000. 

Loud mouthed, gesticulating, and obvious- 
ly nervcus, ho waved his arms and thumped 
his fists when he admitted under the Ham- 
mering questions of Mr. Hughes that he is a 
rebater, has knowledge of some of the ways 
in which “Judge “ Andy Hamilton got the 
food of the yellow dog and told about the 
New York Life's participation in the steel 
syndicate.

When counsel for the New 
York Life he signed notes on which Andy 
Hamilton, as. legislative supervisor, got 
money, and he helped in making the payment 
of $35,000 to the republican national commit- 
tee in 1900. 


Found: A Conscientious Official. 


It was almost at the close of the aft rnoon 
session when Counsel Hughes brought out 
the facts in regard to the removal of the New 
York Life’s nontaxable securities to the Cen- 
tral National bank. Cashier Theodore M. 
Banta was the witness from whom an ac- 
count of thi¢ transaction was obtained. He 
appeared to be the most conscientious insur- 
ance officer who hus appeared before the 
committee, for he voluntarily told of the 
transaction when he was asked In a genera! 
way if he knew of any irregularities in the 
company. 

The transfer was made, the witness said, 
either in 1901 or 1902. The securitics re- 
moved from the vaults were New York city 
bonds. Treasurer Edmund D. Randolph took 
them out. The witness could not say on 
whose order Mr. Randolph acted or to whom 
the securities were delivered. The transac- 
tion occurred either at the close of the year 
or at the opening of a new year. 

The Central National bank check which 
was substituted was put in the envelope 
which had contained the securities. This 
check was not banked, and was taken up 
when the securities were brought back a few 
days later. The check was the only receipt 
obtained for the bonds. 


Somebody Dodged Taxes. 


While the bonds were out of the New York 
Life’s possession, the witness declared, they 
still remained on its books as part of the 
company’s assets. 

** Was it about tife time when the owner- 
ship of the New York City bonds was vaiu- 
able for personal taxes?’ asked Mr. Hughes. 

** Yes,”’ was the witness’ reply. 

The witness said that he thought a transac- 
tion similar to this had been carried through 
once before while Mr. Gibbs was treasurer. 
He declared the New York Life didn’t have 
to pay taxes, and if some person had the 
bonds he would of course be exempted to 
the amount of hsi holdings in those securi- 
ties.

Details of the Mutiny. 

Details received here from Sevastopol show 
that 800 of the crews of the battleship Pan- 
teleimon and the cruiser Outchakeff mu- 
tinied at noon on Friday and raised red flags 
on the masts of those vessels. Meanwhile 
the mutineers at the naval barracks ashore 
and some of the crew of the Panteleimon, 
who had landed, held a meeting at which 
they received a deputation from the Brest 
regiment, who said the regiment regretted 
not having joined the mutineers last June. 
They then were unorganized, but now the 
whoie regiment was prepared to stand by the 
sailors to the utmost. soth forces then 
paraded through the town, waving red flags. 

Admiral Chouknin boarded the Pantelet- 
mon and addressed the mutineers. He asked 
them what they wanted, assured them the 
ezar. who is deeply grieved. is willing to 
meet all requests from the army and navy. 
He added their condition would be greatly 
improved shortly. A sailor hereupon 
shouted: 

“We know the value of the czar’s prom- 
ises.

Compensation Clause Changed 
from 7.42 to 8.50 Per Cent, 
a Five Million Gain in 
Twenty Years. 


TO COMMITTEE ON WHOLE, 


Ald. Dever, in Council Meeting, 
Pleads That Dunne Minor- 
ity Have a Chance, 

Too. 


The franchise extension ordinances for 
the Chicago traction companies are now com- 
piete and the local transportation commit- 
tee late yesterday afternoon recommended 
them to the city council for passage. 

By a vote of 7 to 4, “ the usual majority,” 
the committee urged that they be consid- 
ered by the council committee of the whole 
and passed. This was done after the com- 
pensation to be paid the city was raised from 
an average of 7.42 to 8.50 per cent of the 
gross receipts. 

This means an estimated increased corm 
pensation to the city in the twenty years of 
$5,284,245, as compared with the amount con- 
templated in the original proposal. 


Turns Down the Mayor’s Pian. 


By the same vote the committee refused to 
recommend the ordinance sent to the council 
by the mayor Nov. 13, and known as the 
“ Mueller certificate ordinance.” Ald. Dever 
then gave notice he would present it to the 
council in the shape of a minority report. 

The committee adjourned until this morn- 
ing for the purpose of taking up the other 
recommendations of the mayor. They are, 
however, all practically disposed of except 
his *“‘ contract plan ordinance,’’ which was 
put on the shelf pending the consideration of 
franchise ordinances. Ald. Dever, the 
spokesman for the mayor on the committee, 
voted against this being done on the ground 
that he did not want any of the mayor's 
recommendations considered “ by this com- 
mittee,”’ and, jf the mayor's friends do not 
press it, it is likely to be placed promptly on 
file. ‘ 


Dever Moves in Council. 


Then, at the council meeting in the even- 
ing, Ald. Dever, as leader of the municipa/ 
ownership minority, took a definite step in. 
his endcavor to secure tion which would 
guarantee a popular vote on the mayors 
Mueller certificate ordinance. ~—e 

He said the minority recognized iteelf-as 
the mincrity, but asked for “ fairness.” He 
demanded a guarantee that the council would 
let the mayor’s last municipal ownership 
proposition go to the people for a vote. 

“The local transportation. committee to- 
day has completed its work on the extension 


ordinances,” he said in presenting a resolu~ 


tion providing for this guarantee. “ Now 
give the minority a fair deal. Let these twe 
propesitions—on the one side the franchise 
ordinances and on the other the munieipal 
ownership p:an—go to the people. 


People’s Vote to Be Final. 4. 


‘‘Then you will get a decisive vote. There 
will be no further place for talk in the council. 
You will get results. If the people adopt the 
extension ordinances we'll have to shut up. 
If they adopt the municipal ownership ordi- 
nance that will be the end of franchise grants 
in the city of Chicago.’”’ 

He urged the immediate passage of the 
resolution guaranteeing ‘that the council 
would submit both propositions, but his at- 
tention was called to the fact that the local 
transportation committee today will begin 
consideration of the various municipal own- 
ership plans recommended by Mayor Dunne 
and he agreed to defer action on his resclu- 
tion until the next meeting of the couneil, 
which will give the committee a week to dis- 
close its intentions with regard to the munie¢- 
ipal ownership ordinances. 


Text of Dever Resolution. 


The Dever resolution in full was as fol- 
lows: 

‘* Whereas, The city council is desirous of 
obtaining an accurate and conclusive ex- 
pression of the people in the manner provided 
by law and with the least possible delay for 
the settlement of the Chicago street railway 
question; therefore, 

‘* Resolved, That it is the sense of thig 
council that the procedure in dealing with 
any ordinance or ordinances for the settle- 
ment of the Chicago street railway question 
shall be as follows: 

‘‘ First—The ordinance or ordinances pro 
viding for granting a franchise to any street 
railway company shall be framed up for pas- 
sage and voted on in committee of the whole 
without final action uportthe passage of such 
ordinance or ordinances by the city council. . 

“ Thereupon such ordinance or ordinances 
as shall receive a majority of the votes when 
sv voted on by roll call in the committee of 
the whole shall be published, and the eity 
council shall take steps to have the question 
whether it or they shall be paseed by the city 
council placed on the ballot to be voted on by 
the people. 

“The form of the proposition or proposi- 
tions to be placed on the ballot shall be formu- 
lated by the committee on local transpo 
tion and approved by the city council 

Calls for Mayor’s Measure. * 

“Second—The city council shall proceed 
to take the yeas and nays upon the passage 
of an ordinance introduced into the city 
council Nov. 18, 1905, entitled ‘ An ordinance 
authorizing the City of Chicago to construct, 
acquire, purchase, own, and maintain street 
railways within {ts corporate limits, and pro- 
viding the means thereof.’ The city councl 
shall thereupon submit the question of the 
adoption of the said ordinance o. the city 
council making provision for the issue of 
such street railway certificates to a popular 
vote, for the approval of a majority of the 
qualified voters of the city voting upon.such 
question. 

“ Third—The city council shall proceed to 
take the yeas and nays upon the passage of 
an ordinance introduced into the city coun- 
cil Nov. 13, 1905, providing for the submis- 
sion to the electors of the city of Chicago 
the proposition to operate street railways. 
That thereupon the city council shall submit 
sald ordinance to the electors for their ap- 
proval, according to the requirements of tbe 
statutes of LUlinols.

City were agreed to; it being fixed further 
that of all transfers on cash fares the Chi- 
cago General should get 3 cents and the other 
companies 2.

Says Investigation Is Useless and 
Urges Passage of 75 Cent 
Ordinance.

Gas questions took up most of the time. of 
the oity council last evening. The mayor 
sent in a message in which he objected to the 
passage of the Young-resolution, which in- 
structs the committee to make an Investiga- 
tion into. a reasonable price for gas.. The 
ground of the mayor’s objection is that it Is 
playing. into the hands of the gas. companier. 

Controller McGann submitted figures, 
which, on the supposition that the contract 
whereby the company some years ago agreed 


to pay compensation to the city ls yet alive, 
showed that the People’s Gaslight and Coke 


cOmpany owes mioney to the city inatead of 
the city owing the company. 


Lewis ‘Indorses Mayor’s Plan. 

Corporation: Counsel Lewis produced an 
opinion, ,which was concurred in by Henry 
M. Ashton, special attorney for the city ‘in 
gas matters, in which a history of pending 
gas litigation was recited and the claim made 
that the courts ultimately would uphold the 
75 cent ordinance of 1000. In view of the 
recent legislation at Springfield, however, it 
was advised that the council pass the or- 
dinance to the same effect submitted by the 
mayor at a former meeting. 

In reply to the mayor's message Ald. Young 
stated he was willing that his order for an 
investigation should go over for one week, 
by which time itt might be known whether it 
igs possible to come to an amicable agreement 
with the gas companics. This seemed to 
suit everybody and so what everybody ex- 
pected would be an exciting council meeting 
turned out to be a peacefull if not an espe- 
cially illumining one. 


Dunne’s Message Is Read. 


The message of the mayor was ordered re- 


ceived and published. It recited that on Nov. ,; 
18 he had submitted an ordinance fixing | 
the price of gas at 75 cents, which had been | 


sent to the committee on gas, oil, and elec- 
tric light. he then went on to say: 
“Subsequently thereto the Hon. Francis 
W. Parker, a republican senator from one 
of the districts of this city, made, in a public 
speech reported in the daily press, a state- 
ment as to the enactment of the statute 
authorizing the proposed ordinance, which 
statement should suggest to your honorable 
body important considerations with refer- 
ence to the advisability of prompt action 
upon the proposed ordinance in question.” 


Telis of Killed Amendment. 


The mayor quoted the report of this speech, 
delivered in the Hyde Park Baptist church, 
which was printed in Tom TRIBUNE Tuesday. 
morning, then, and added: 

“The part.of this report to which I espe- 
cially direct the attention of your honorable 
body is that in which Senator Parker is re- 
ported as saying that a proposed amendment 
to the gas bill, which amendment, he says, 
‘the. politicians and the corporation had 
agreed upon,’ provided—to use his reported 
language—that ‘ before the city could move 
a peg toward controlling the rates of gas it 
had to make an exhaustive investigation, and 
before this investigation could be made a 
representative of the corporation whose rates 
were under fire had to be called in.’ This 
amendment was killed by the legislature. 
But it is now proposed by the chairman of 
your committee on gas, oil, and electric light 
that your honorable body proceed as if the 
améndment had been embodied by the legis- 
lature in the present law, which has been 
approved by the people instead of having 
been killed by that body. 


Thinks Investigation Useless. 


‘‘ As Iam advised, the plea that such an in- 
vestigation is a necessary legal prerequisite 
to an ordinance reducing the price of gas is 
not well founded. The validity of the ordi- 
nance, so far as the justice and reasonable- 
ness of the price can determine it, will not 
depend upon whether your honorable body 
shall first have made a minute and prolonged 
investigation. It will depend solely upon 
the question of whether the price fixed by the 
ordinance is just and reasonable in fact. 

‘**Upon the trial of that question in court 
the burden will be upon the gas company to 
prove the price unjust and unreasonable, 
and they will have to produce their books 
and records of actual cost. But in an in- 
vestigation before your committee the com- 
mittee would be forced into the position of 
assuming the burden of proving reasonable- 
ness affirmatively, while the gas company 
could refuse, as it does now refuse, to facili- 
tate the inquiry by exhibiting its books, 
showing actual cost. } P 

“Of course, the city of Chicago should 
act in this, as in all other matters, in entire 
good faith. The honor of the city demands 
tnat it shall be reasonable and just itself. 
Therefore, gas rates should not be reduced 
to a point which would not, with reasonable 
probability, yield to the companies fair com- 
pensation for good service. But this reason- 
able probability exists.” 


Prices in Other Cities. 


In support of this the mayor set up that 
in Cleveland the price of gas is 75 cents and 
the company pays 6% per cent on its gross 
receipts to the city. In Cincinnati the price 
is 75 cents; so it is in Terre Haute, Ind., and 
Wheeling, W. Va. In Chicago the company 
is paying dividends on an overcapitalized 
plant, and in all the litigation never has ad- 
vanced the plea that the price was not ex- 
cessive. Then he went on: ’ 

“Under these circumstances it would be 
strange if your honorable body should think 
it necessary to make an exhaustive investi- 
gation as a preliminary to the passage of 
an ordinance. 

“Such an Investigation as is proposed 
could serve no purpose in determining the 
reasonableness of the rate in subsequent le- 
gal proceedings. But by delaying action by 
your honorable boy it would take hundreds 
of thousands of dollars unjustly away from 
gas consumers to increase the unearned prof- 
its of the gas company. 


Urges 75 Cent Ordinance. 

“The law under which you are called upon 
to act was passed to enable you to adopt 
an ordinance that would not be open to the 
objection of lack of power on your part 
which the company has raised against the 
existing 75 cent ordinance. I am advised 
that this objection to that ordinance will 
probably not be sustained by the courts. 
But if it should be sustained and meantime 
no ordinance under the recent statute were 
adopted by your honorable body the gas con- 
sumers of this city would lose and the gas 
companies would gain not alone many mii- 
lion dollars’ worth of overcharges alrea 
accumulated but in addition the sum of 
about $50,000 a week for every week's delay 
in adopting a new ordinance. 

“I, therefore, respectfully advise your 
honorable body to refrain frém instructing 
your committee to make the investigation 
as proposed; and if your honorable body 
shall at this time give any direction to said 
committee, it be a direction to consider ex- 
peditiousiy and report promptly upon the 
75 cent gas ordinance already referred to 
it by your honorable body.” 


Young Consents to Delay. 


Ald. Young replied that his idea in intro- 
ducing the order, objected to was not for 
delay but simply that the committee might 
have information to act upon. 

“ There need be no delay on account of it,” 
said he, “ and I don’t think there will be. My 
idea was to get an ordinance which would 
stand a legal test, be it for 75 cent gas or a 
greater or a less figure. 

*“ However, the officials of the gas compa- 
nies will be before the committee tomorrow. 
It is presumed they will bring with them 
some sort of a proposition whereby they 
think an agreement can be reached which 
will settle the question without litigation. 
Tt is likely that after that and othér meet- 
ings which will be held during the week we 
have more information than we have 


a

now, so I am willing to defer consideration 
of the order for one week.” 

This was agreed to unanimously. 

Says Company Owes City. 

Céntroller McGann sent in figures intend- 
ed to meet the claim of the People’s Gus 
company that the city now c wes it $1,200,000. 
He asserts the company owes the city’ $264.,- 
185. It should be said he and the gas com- 
pany figure from different premises. 

n Hempstead Washburne was mayor 
the city and the gas company came to a& 
agreement whereby the price of gas was grad- 
ually reduced until it reached $1 per 1,000 feet, 
and the company in addition paid the city 3" 
per cent of its gross receipts. This just about 
met the bills of the company against the city 
for street lighting. The consideration to the 
company was that the city should bring no 
lawsuits against it of any kird. 

This agreement was lived up to by both 
sides until the city in October, 1900, passed 
the first 75 cent gas ordinance, and afterward 
tried to enforce it. This the company re- 
garded as a breaking of the contract, and 
since then it has failed to pay the 3% per cen 
compensation.. 

* Statement of Rival Claims. 


On the otMer hand, the city has failed to 
pay its bills for street lighting. On the pre- 
sumption that this compensation is still due 
Mr. McGann’s figures show that in 1901 the 
city paid the company for gas $232,872, while 
the company paid compensation for only 
thé first half of: the year, or $175,201. Since 
then the respective claims of the two cor- 
porations are:

Expects to Defeat Mills Suit. 

The communication from the corporation 
counsel told the story of the long litigation 
over the gas ordinance of 1900. It asserted 
that the company was beaten !n its suit, to 
the extent at least that the federal courte 
had held that it should have been wrought in 
the state tribunals, and the city’s lawyers 
expected to defeat the now pending Millis 
case by showing it is collusive, and was 
brought by Mills instead of the gas com- 
pany, simply to keep the Htigation in the 
United States courts. 

New Ordinance Is Advised. 

‘“‘As the principal attack that has been 
made upon the gas regulating ordinance up 
to the present time, however, has centered 
around the power of the city council to pass 
the ordinance, and in view of the fact that 
specific authority is conferred upon the city 
council by the act of the legislature, ap- 
proved May 18, 1905, to regulate the price of 
gas, the corporation counsel believes that 
it would be prudent to pass another ordl- 
nance, to take effect at once, fixing the price 


of last. year by $1.000.000. This 


of gas. Such new ordinance should contain 
a saving clause reserving to the city and to 
ali consumers of gas the right to recover 
overcharges due upon priorordinances. Un- 
der the injunctional order now in force in 
the Mills suit all consumers of gas are re- 
strained from bringing suits to recover this 
money back. Should that injunction be dis- 
solved they would have the right to do so.” 


| LEGAL DEPARTMENT IS COSTLY. 


Council Asks Detailed Statement from 
Corporation Counsel—Transfers 
$25,000 to Meet Expenses. 


Two measures calling attention to the fact 
that the legal department of the city gov- 
ernment is an expensive one under Mayor 
Dunne were passed by the city council last 
night. One was an order from Ald. McCor- 
mick (Twenty-first) for a detailed statement 
from the corporation counsel showing the 
number of employés in the department and 
the amounts which have been paid or are 
due each. 

The other was a recommendation of the 
finance committee, called up by Ald. Bennett 
and passed. transferring $25.000 to the funds 
of the department to meet additional ex- 
penditures. 

The employment of experts in traction, 
tas, and other litigation has increased the 
pay rolls of the department to such an extent 
that the council found both an investigation 
and a transfer of appropriations necessary. 

The council became involved in a brisk 
contest over the section of the new city code 
which specifies the test to which house 
drains must be subjected. As ithe. result an 
amendment was passed which gives the com- 
missioner of lic works supervision-of the 
tests and spe that the drains shall 
stand the pressuré of a column of water 
eight feet high—efjuivaleni. it was said, to 
three and one-half pounds. 


CITY’S INCOME IS INCREASED. 


Miscellaneous Receipts Are Estimated 
to Be $1,100,000 in Excess of the 
Amount Realized Last Year. 


Controller McGann believes the city’s mis- 
cellaneous receipts this year will exceed those 
includes 
money obtained from the compensation Bu- 
reau and from all other licenses and special] 
fees. 

Chief of Police Collins intends to ask for 
1.000 more policemen for next year, which 
will add about $1,000,000 to the annua! police 
appropriation, making it in the neighbor- 
hoad of $5.000.000. 


This increase of the force, the chief be- 


lieves, will give the city proper protection ana 
will also infuse the necessary new blood into 
the department. The yearly expenses of the 
department are $3,800,000 for the 2,200 patro!]- 
men now traveling the beats. 


PROTESTS AT DARROW’S BILL. 


Drainage Board Considers Exorbitant 
Attorney’s Claim for $2,500 for Con- 
demnation Case Services. 


Clarence S. Darrow’'s bill for $2,500 for 
legal services in the sanitary district's con- 
demnation suit against tne Chicago and West- 
ern Indiana road, which was recently settled 
by agreement for $141,000, was declared ex- 
orbitant yesterday by the judiciary commit- 
tee of the drainage board. 

The committee asked Attorney Darrow to 
itemize his work on the case. 

The long delayed hearing of arguments in 
the injunction proceedings brought by the 
Pennsylvania railway company to prevent 
the sanitary district from taking possession 
of land which has been condemned between 
Madison and Van Buren streets, on the west 
side of the river, began in Judge Brentano's 
court. 


THREE NEW READING ROOMS. 


Public Library Stations to Be Opened in 
Hamilton Park and in Davis and 
Armour Squares. 


The public library board last evening com- 
pleted arrangements for the opening of 
branch reading rooms‘in the recreation build- 
ings at Hamilton Park, Davis Square, and 
Armour Square. 

Mrs. Mary E. Ray is to be librarian at 
Hamilton Park; Miss Augusta Kessell at 
Armour Square, and James H. Biddle at 
Davis Square, until the positions can be 
provided for by civil service examinations. 

Each of these reading rooms will be 
equipped with 600 volumes of the best liter- 


ature, and $150 for each has been appro- | 
priated for providing reference libraries.

COMES TO STUDY 
ELECTION LAWS. 


William Randolph Hearst Ar- 
rives in Chicago for Confer- 
ences on Two Missions. 


WILL MEET MAYOR DUNNE 


Expected to Base Reform Bills for 
Gotham on Results of Inves- 
tigation in This City. 


William Randolph Hearst, the New York 
editor, who is contesting the election of Mc- 
Clr llan es mayor of New York came to Chi- 
vago yesterday on two missisrs. One fs to 
study the Chicago election laws and learn 
how they work. The other is to confer with 
Mayor Dunne. 

Mr. Hearst will see Judge Carter of the 
election board today, and also expects to 
have his talk with the mavor. On the re- 
sults of the investigation of Chicago’s elec- 
tion machinery it is expected to base one of 
the election reform bills which are being 
drawn in New York for the coming session of 
the legislature, al] brought forth by the re- 
cent municipal election. , 

With regards to his conference with Mayor 
Dunne, Mr. Hearst said that he had no 
thought of being able personally to give tho 
mayor any political advice, that he knew 
nothing of Chicago politics, and could talk 
to him only of general principles. 

Incidentally, Mr. Hearst ts giving attention 
to his property affairs in Chicago, and spent 
most of the day in his newspaper office. 


Declates He Will Win Contest. 

He declared his conviction that he would be 
able to prove himself the legally elected 
mayor of New York and that the investiga- 
tion of Tammany election methods would re- 
sult in the sending of a number of politicians 
to Sing Sing. 

*“* Without the opening of the ballot boxes,”’ 
‘he said, ‘‘ we have been able to prove a num- 
ber of frauds. We have shown that discrep- 
ancies exist between the canvass and the 
tally sheets. Before I left New .York, my 
lawyers told me that these would average one 
to a precinct in my favor. There are about 
1,900 precincts, and if this average should be 
found, that alone would cut heavily into 
McClellan’s plurality of 3,000. 

“ The investigation of frauds certainly will 
have one result. I believe that it will show 
me to have been elected mayor. It surely will 
result In corrective legislation. Citizens of 
New York, without regard to their like or 
dislike of me, have been aroused by the elec- 
tion methods of Tammany. A half dozen 
associations of citizens, lawyers, and the like, 
are drafting reform bills for the coming ses- 
sion of the legislature. 


Urges Adoption of Chicago Methods. 

“I hope to have a talk with Judge Carter 
of the Chicago election board tomorrow. We 
need some such method as that effective in 
Chicago, which recognizes the elections com- 
missioners and officials as court officials. 

** Already we have sent three of the New 
York illegal voters to the penitentiary and 
sixty additional indictments have been voted 
by the grand jury. We expect that at least 
sixty more will be indicted. 

“ The worst frauds were not attempted un- 
til late in the day, when the Tammany lead- 
ers saw how close the result would be in 
spite of the ‘ precautions’ they had taken. 
After the pols closed, when our watchers be- 
gan to come to our headquarters, our room 
soon looked like a hospital. One man had 
a finger chewed off. Another man had been 
kicked in the stomach and we had to put him 
to bed. Men came in with broken heads and 
blackened eyes. 

** All the papers printed stories that Charles 
Mufphy drew $175,000 in five dollar bills from 
a bank the afterndon before election. There 
could have been but one purpose for which 
this money could be used. It was too late 
to use it for speakers and halle and bands 
and red fire.’’ 


Municipal Ownership Not a Factor. 

Mr. Hearst was asked if he attributed his 
success in campaigning to his municipal own- 
ership policies. 

* Not altogether,” he said. ‘I think peo- 
ple voted for me who are not believers in 
municipal ownership. shey know that a 
number of important franchises are to be 
disposed of now, and they didn’t want them 
stolen or given away. They were not ready 
to commit themselves on municipal oWwner- 
ship, but they were ready to say that the 
franchises should not be given away. They 
wanted to elect some one who would save the 
franchises and give them time to think about 
the matter, anyway. 

“There are gas and subway franchises 
which Tammany expected to dispose of. The 
gas people have been charging extortionate 
rates, and have been furnishing the poorest 
quality of gas—even poisonous gas. The 
conduct of the subway has not been satis- 
factory. Small attention has been paid to 
the comfort and convenience of the patrons. 
In fact, they have been conducting affairs 
just as public utility corporations always con- 
duct affairs. 

“The opposition to such methods helped 
my candidacy. People wanted some one in 
office who would protect them against rob- 
bery and extortion.” 


Will Call on Mayor Dunne. 

Mr. Hearst was asked about his plans with 
regard to Mayor Dunne and municipal owner- 
ship conditions in Chicago. 

**I expect to see the mayor,”’ he said, “‘ but 
I could not talk local politics with him. I do 
not know anything about Chicago politics 
and Mayor Dunne is amply able to take care 
of himself. I have met him but once and that 
was at a social gathering, where we had no 
opportunity to talk politics. When I was in 
BHurope, he wrote me a letter and I instruct- 
ed my papers to support him in every way. 
That is the extent of our dealings with each 
other. 

*““Mayor Dunne’s opponent last spring 
abused him and me, saying we were com- 
bined. In the face of the facts in the case, 
this attack was foolish. I shall see the 


‘mayor, but our talk will be of general mat- 


ters.”’ 
The only politician Mr. Hearst saw during 
the day was Clarence Darrow.

MUTINEERS STILL CONTROL. 

ST. PETERSBURG, Novy. 28, 3:10 a. m.— 
Dispatches from Sevastopol! say that revolu- 
tionary orators succeeded yesterday (Mon- 
day) in winning Over a battalion of reservists 
and that in spite of the arrival of reinforce- 
ments to the number of several thousand the 
authorities did not dare to interfere with a 
review held by the mutineers by the cathe- 
dra] of St. Viadimir, which is in the heart 
of the town. 

The mutineersa have forced the officers and 
crew of the cruiser Otchakoff to leave the 
ship. The crews of the battleships Rostislav 
and Tria Sviatitalia, so far as at present 
known, have not mutinied. One reserve 
battalion, however, has joined the mutineers. 
Several companies of the Vilna regiment 
have arrived at Sevastopol from Theodosia. 
Martial! law has been declared in the fortress. 

Beyond a determination to proclaim mar- 
tial] law. nothing of a definite nature has 
transpired regarding the decisions arrived 
at by the admiralty council, but it is reported 
that the counci] agreed as to the justice of 
many of the demands made bv the mutineers 
and would recommend to the emperor that 
immediate steps be taken to ameliorate the 
condition of the sailors. 

So far as known, most of the demands of 
the mutineers have to do with service con- 
ditions, including the release of reservists 
who have served beyond their time, increase 
of pay, increase in the allowance of food, 
and the removal of alleged incompetent and 
brutal officers.

FORMER CONVICT IN PLOT 
TO FREE HIS MISSOURI PALS. 


Carried Arms Within Stockade of Pen- 
itentiary at Night—Now He Faces & 
Murder Charge. 


Jefferson City, Mo., Nov. 27.—A complete 
confession was made to Warden -..all of the 
state penitentiary tonight by George Ryan, 
one of the convicts recaptured after his es- 
cape from the penitentiary last Friday in 
company with three other prisoners, during 
which three men were killed and several 
wounded, regarding the manner in which they 
#ecured arms and munition and the nitro- 
glycerin with whi they blew up the large 
wagon gate in the outer wall of the prison. 

Ryan, who was sent to the penitentiary 
from Kansas City and who is known as the 
‘‘ice box man,” voluntarily sent for the war- 
den tonight. In his confession he implicated 
H. B. Spencer, who was discharged from the 
penitentiary Nov. 9. Ryan's story of the 
plot escape was shown to Convict Raymond, 
another member of the party that made the 
break for liberty, and he confirmed the de- 
tails. 

Ryan said Spencer furnished the guns and 
nitroglycerin, which was used to blow a hole 
im the stockade. He purchased the gums in 
Kansas City, and stole the explosive from 
the mines at Carthage, Mo. 

These were brought here last Wednesday 
night and taken up om the stockade, which 
is not guarded at night. He let himself down 
by a rope on the tneide and placed it under 
the bench which Vaughan used in the fac- 
tory. He then climbed back over the wall 
and made h's escape. 

On Friday the convicts started to put their 
plan in operation whem they found that only 
See was in the office. They started with him 
and two strangers they found there to get 
through the round gate. When the big gate 
was opened they changed their plan and 
started through it. 

Officer Clay appeared with a drawn weapon 
and they killed him. They fastened the gate 
and ordered See to let them out. He said he 
could not, but would let them out through 
the office. 

They called for some one to open the gate, 
and when Capt, Allisom appeared with his 
gun they killed him. They then blew open 
the gate and made their escape. 

Spencer was arrested in St. Joseph tonight. 
He will be tried for murder. 

After a conference today between Gov. 
Folk and Warden Hall an order was placed 
for a supply of gatling guns, which will be 
stationed so as to sweep all of the approaches 
to the prison, and will be manned by officers 
who will use them.

NORWAY S KINGON THRONE 


HAAKON VIL TAKES OATH TO UP- 
HOLD CONSTITUTION. 


Prince Charles of Denmark Formally 
Assumes His Place as the Ruler of 
the Norwegian People—Declares in 
His Speech That He Will Serve His 
Adopted. Fatherland with All His 
Will ani with All His Strength, in 
Joy or Sorrow. 


CHRISTIANIA, Nov. 27.—King Haakon 
VII., before the Norwegian parliament at 
noon today, took the oath to support the 
constitution. The building was crowded 
with the highest dignitaries of the state and 
the diplomatic corps in full uniform and their 
ladies {n court toilettes. The king entered 
with the queen on his left arm and, sur- 
rounded by their suites and bowing to Pres- 
ident Berner, ascended the tribune, the for- 
mer seating himself on the throneand the 
queen taking a chair beside the king. 

President Berner, approaching the king, 
delivered a brief address, during which he 
said the king had been given Norway’s throne 
by a unanimous resolution of parliament and 
by the people’s will, but before entering op 
his functions his majesty was obliged ac- 
cording to the constitution to take the oath 
to support the constitution. : 

Then in a loud voice the king pronounced 
the prescribed oath. In a subsequent speech 
his majesty said his motto was.” All for Nor- 
way. He hoped the whole nation would co- 
operate in his efforts to benefit the country, 
and said he would govern according to the 
constitution and the people’s will as repre- 
sented by parliament. 

His speech was as follows: 

“Mr. President and Gentlemen: Before I 
leave this place after this solemn act I greet 
the members of the storthing, the repre- 
sentatives of Norway’s free people. We all 
know what a high and honorable position the 
storthing holds in Norway’s constitution and 
dn the hearts of all Norwegians. In joy or 
sorrow the Norwegian people have always 
held fast to the storthing. It will be my 
greatest happiness in coéperation with the 
storthing and in conformity with the funda- 
mental law to exert all my will and all my 
strength to serve the fatherland and pro- 
mote its peace and happiness. Long live the 
fatherland”

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RBJECT ALIBI OF SUSPECT 


POLICE SsTILL HOLD JOSEPH 
BROWN IN MURDER CASE. 


Other Witnesses Confirm His Story 
That He Was Engaged in Fight at 
8 P. M. of Bvening Miss Maud Reese 
Was Slain, but Chief Collins Says 
This Proves, Nothing—Man’s Asso- 
ciliates Caught and Others Sought— 
New Lead Found. 


Joseph Brown, the paroled convict sus- 
pected of having murdered Miss Maud Reese 
in her flat at 200 Evanstofi avenue, failed yes- 
terday to convince the police by his alibi. 
Efforts were made to break it down. 

Frank Klein with whom Brown said he had 
a fight, said the encounter had taken place 
on the night of the murder. This was sub- 
stantiated by the story of two other wit- 
nesses. The police, however, pointed to the 
fact that the suspect could have committed 
the robbery and murder and still have time 
to go from the scene of the crime to 05 Hal- 
sted street, where the fight occurred. 

Meanwhile the police are looking for “ pals *’ 
of Brown on the theory that one of them may 
have committed the burglary and murder as 
a result of information regarding the Reese 
flat furnished by Brown. 

John Hipp, the latest suspect taken in the 
case, was arrested late last night by Detec- 
tives Anderson and Tynan, as he was leav- 
ing a saloon at 9 Halsted street. He pro- 
tested that he knew nothing of the crime, but 
gave the police information that led them to 
look for another man. Hipp was taken to the 
Chicago avenue station, where other sus- 
pects are held in separate cells. 


Collins on New Lead. 


“We are working on a new lead,"’. said 
Chief Collins in the evening. ‘‘ Brown has 
given us little information, but some of his 
friends have. Important developments may 
be expected tomorrow. We shall continue 
to hold Brown. He has not established an 
alibi. 

“ We have secured evidence that he had a 
fight with a man in front o. a poolroom at 
95 Halsted street a short time before 8 o'clock 
last Tuesday night. That proves nothing. 
He could have committed the c1.me and have 
taken a Halsted street car at Barry avenue 
and have reached the place where the fight 
occurred within twenty-six or twenty-seven 
minutes. Brown will have to show where 
he was between 5 and 6 o'clock on the after- 
noon that the murder was committed to 
prove an alibi.”’ 

The police looked for John Pete, George 
Webster, Gordon Johnson (‘Candy Johnny’’), 
and Frank McBride, who are believed to 
know something of thecrime. They are all 
youths of Brown’s age and he has been 
spending considerable time with them. They 
are said to have police records. 


Woman Gives No Information: 


Dolly McLeod, a woman who has been 
living with “ Candy Johnny,” and to whom 
Brown has paid considerable atention, de- 
clined to give the police any useful informa- 
tion: The police expect to obtain valuable 
information from the women acquaintances 
of the men they are looking for, believing 
they will be influenced by the $1,000 reward. 

Frank Klein, alias ‘“‘The Jew,” alias 

vig Ah Willlam Halpin, alias “ Irigh,’’ 
and niel O'Connell were arrested in the 
afternoon by Detectives Anderson and Par- 
ker, and taken to the Chicago avenue sta- 
tion. They were put through a “ sweating ”’ 
process by Inspector Lavin, and told the de- 
tails of the fight with Brown. There were 
#0 many discrepancies im their story that 
the inspector decided to hold them. 

Klein, who also testified regarding the 
fight, thought it occurred nearer 7 o'clock, 
and O’Connell wasn’t sure about the time. 

Mrs. Mary Clift said she did not believe her 
confidence in Brown had been misplaced. 


HASTENS TO INJURED HUSBAND. 


Mrs. Max Jesselson on Arriving in New 
York from Europe Learns of Ac- 
cident to Spouse. 


When Mrs. Max Jesseison, 4724 Prairie ave- 
nue, arrived in New York from Europe yes- 
terday she was informed that her husband 
was in Chicago severely injured. She hired 
an automobile and was driven across the city 
rapidly, arriving at the New York Central 
station just in time to catch a fast train for 
Chicago. 

Mr. Jesselson, who is a member of the firm 
of Jesselson Brothers, 262 Dearborn street, 
lost both his legs in a street car accident.

Public school principals and board of edu- 
cation records yesterday gave testimony ir 


| substantiation of the charges made by a 
school trustee that the public school engi- | 


neers and janitors, feeling themselves safely 


' intrenched behind the rules of the labor | 
unions, not only neglect their work but also 
‘refuse to take orders from principals or 
| teachers. At the same time, the yards, halls, 


and basements of & dozen public school build- 
ings furnished proof that the janitors’ work 
has not been done thoroughly. 

School principals declared that their de- 
mands are frequently ignored by the en- 
gineers and that when an attempt is made 
to enforce them insolent replies invariably 
are received. 

At the Von Humboldt schoo! the hall floors 
were coated with dust and the corners of the 


' stairs looked as if they had not been swept 
| out for weeks. The women sweepers em- 
| ployed by the engineer were sweeping several 


of the rooms the windows of which were 
closed, in violation of the requirements of the 
school board, 


La Salle School Is Untidy. 

At the La Salle school the work of dusting 
and sweeping had been poorly done and Prin- 
cipal Homer Bevans declared he had been 
unable to get the work properly done. A 
small area between the old and the new build- 
ings of the school was littered with waste 
paper and other refuse and the teachers’ 
lavatory waa filthy. 

“One of the window panes at the school 
‘was broken over a year ago,’’ said Principal 
Bevans, ‘‘ and it was a year before it was re- 
placed, although I repeatedly called the at- 
tention of the engineer to the fact. Other 
windows have been allowed to remain broken 
for weeks ata time. Some time ago I spoke 
to the engineer about having the case in 
which we keep our drawing models cleaned 
and put in order. The top was coated with 
dust — the accumulation of months and 
I found yesterday that the top of 
the case had been dusted with a dry cloth, 
but the cleaners had not dusted any of the 
models.’’ 


New Engineer Does Better. 


Diizabeth T. Spieker, principal of Wicker 
Park school, has not had any trouble with the 
engineer at present employed at that schocl, 
but it wae only two weeks ago that Engineer 
Michael Condon threatened, she deciared, :o 
do her bodily injury if she complained again 
of his work. 

“* He declared my sex alone protected me,” 
said Mrs. Spieker, “ that if I were a man he 
would give me my deserts for criticising his 
work, and also informed me that he did not 
expect to receive any more communicativune 
of that character from me.” 

As a result of the complaint Mrs. Spieker 
made to the board officials, Condon was tried 
and ordered transferred to the Adams school. 
Several of the school trustees said Condon 
should have been discharged. 

Miss Esther Morgan, principal of the Ogden 
school, said the work of keeping her school 
clean had not been done satisfactorily. ‘She. 


was inclined, however, not to lay the blame 


upon the engineer. 


‘“*He employs women to do the cleaning | 


work,’ she said, ‘‘and he tells me he has 
great difficulty in securing competent help.” 


Principals Fear .o Complain. 

Miss Azile B. Reynolds, principal of the 
Kinzie school, said the janitor work at that 
school had been unsatisfactory, but she. too, 
was inclined to shield the engineer from 
blame. 

At a half dozen other schools it was em- 
phatically declared that neither the dusting 
nor the sweeping had been well done. Sey- 
eral ef the principals declined to discuss the 
subject, and one principal frankly urged 
that it would get him into “ trouble”’ and 
make it ‘annoying ’”’ for him if he publicly 
criticised the work of the engineer at his 
school. 

“I will say, with the understanding that 
my name is not to be used,”’ he declared, 
‘that the janitor work at thie school is a 
farce.”’ 

The records of the school board reveal! the 
fact that in the last three weeks one janitor 
and two engineers have been tried by the 
trial committee of school trustees on charges 
involving insubordination. One of these was 
Condon. The most recent case was bréught 
to the attention of the committee a week 
ago, when Thomas C. Hill, principa: of the 
George William Curtis High school, charged 
Janitor M. J. Kane not only with having ig- 
nored his request to do better cleaning but 
also had smoked a pipe in the schoo! build- 
ing continually in defiance of the rules of 
the school board. Principal Hill testified 
that he had warned Kane repeatedly. 

Another recent case was that of Patrick 
Love, engineer at the Schiller echool. Prin- 
cefpal Heinroth testified that Love had re- 
fused to obey her instructions. The trial 
committee found the charges sustained, and, 
although Love was reinstated on the pay 
roll, he was transferred to another school.

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BOY IS STABBED AND BEATEN 
BY A GANG OF “HOODLUMS.” 


‘Edward Reidt Is Followed to His House 
by Crowd of Loafers and Is Attacked 
on Doorstep. 


Edward Reidt, 17 years old, «./” Grand ave- 
nue, was attacked last night and was severely 
beaten and stabbed by a gang of hoodlums. 
Reidt, on his way home from work, was jeered 
by the youthful loafers who frequent Grand 
avenue and Morgan street. The crowd fol- 
lowed him to his home, where ue turned on 
the doorstep and defied them, They closed 
in on him, and several drew knives. Reidt 
was stabbed twice in the right shoulder, but 
kept on fighting until weak from loss of 
blood he fell. His assailants then fled. 

General war on the hoodlums and young 
vagrants who congregate in vands around 
the street corners was renewed in the afier- 
noon by Chief of Police Collins when he issued 
an order for their arrest. : 

“The boys of Chicago are being allowed by 
their parents to roam around in gangs and 
crowds, and often when they are arrested by 
members of the police department women re- 
formers come to their rescue,” said Chief 
Collins. ‘* The kind words of these women 
have no effect on the hoodlums. What they 
need is the bridewell or a policeman’s club. 
Dear, kind words are not as effective as the 
regulation by the police.” 

A general order was sent to the inspectors 
of the Chicago police force directing them to 
prohibit the congregating of idlers and hood- 
lums at street corners or in front of stores.

Charges of malfeasance in office against 
Sheriff George F. Powell of Lake county in 
relation to his conduct in the fight against 
the Highwood saloonkeepers may result 
from a formal investigation which will be 
started by the Lake County Voters’ league 
as one of the first acts of its official life. 
State’s Attorney Hanna also will come in 
for censure on the grounds of incompetency 
and vacillation concerning the same cases. 

The movement is certain to result in a 
vigorous campaign against these two offi- 
clals in the spring elections, and a shakeup 
in the political network of the whole county 
is promised 

The organization of the voters’ league, still 
in its inception, received impetus yester- 
day, when Justice David H. Jackson of Lake 
Forest, one of the leaders of the league, re- 
ceived word that Winnetka is ready to join. 
Jackson purposes to unite the entire north 
shore, from Winnetka to Lake Bluff, against 
vice in Highwood, Waukegan, and Fox Lake. 


Slot Machines Are Secreted. 

‘When we first decided to go after the 
Highwood men, a few months ago,” said 
Justice Jackson, ‘‘ we picked out something 
we could get evidence upon with ease. This 
was the slot machine business. The ma- 
chines were found and warrants were taken 
out. We could not get any constables in 
Highwood or Highland Park to serve them, 
so we took them to Sheriff Powell and told 
him it must be done at once, and quietly. 

“That was July 3. On July 5 he went down 
there, but there were no machines in sight 
and he came away with nothing. I believe 
he notified them on July 4 that he was com- 
ing. In other instances he has made trips 
through the town, but he never has found 
any violations. 


State’s Attorney Blamed. 

“State’s Attorney Hanna is weak in his 
administration, although personally a clean 
man. After the last election we had sev- 
eral Highwood men indicted for Illegal vot- 
ing, but Mr. Hanna would not prosecute 
tuem, and the cases are pend..ig to this day. 
Although vice is bold in Waukegan he has 
not raised a finger. In Fox Lake there are 
fifty ‘blind pigs,’ and he does not go near 
them.”’ 

Mr. Hanna was not in Waukegan in the 
afternoon, but Assistant State’s Attorney 
Ben Miller discussed the affair. 

‘‘The only thing they can bring against 
this office is that we do not take the initiative 
in suppressing vice,’’ he said. ‘Tf admit 
that. We believe we are here to prosecute 
only on complaints that come tous. These 
reformers have not brought up a single case 
and asked us totakeitup. They have been 
here, but they never have had any strong 
evidence. We are ready toact. We have no 
league with the Highwood saloonkeepers.”’ 

Sheriff Powell was not inclined to take the 
situation seriously. 


**T have done my duty,’’ he said. ‘** Istand 
ready to doit. They cannot prove anything 
to the contrary. If they give me warrants 
I will serve them.”’

Camp, besides being a leading writer 
whose choice of an all-American team and an 
“gil-western team are accepted as authorita- 
tive, is a member of the intercollegiate rulea 
committee, which lays down the regulations 
followed by every university and college in 
the country. He arrived in Chicago yester- 
day and will remain to witness the Thanks- 
giving game betweef Michigan and Chicago 
universities. 
He was sought at the Auditorium Annex 
during the day by a number of football en- 
_ thusiasts, who wished to secure his assistance 
jn modifying the game. But it was not until 
jJate in the evening that he was found and 
expressed an opinion upon the present agita- 
tion that almost threatens to put the game 
outofexistence. He declared that even if the 
numerous widespread and strenuous protests 
of the present season had not arisen it is 
almost certain that striking changes would 
-be made in the rules. 


Five to Ten Yard Rule. 


Mr. Camp said concerning the alterations: 
“Tam confident a majority of the commit- 
tee this year will favor the adoption of a ten 
yard instead of a five yard rule—that is, that 
the team in possession of the ball will be re- 
quired to make ten yards in three downs 
instead of five yards as under the present 
rule. It is possible that this will be mod- 
erated by an increase of the number of downs 
to four, and I would not eppose this com- 
promise, as doubling the distance to be gained 
_May constitute too sudden,a change for the 
players and coaches. 

“The reason I believe this step will be 
taken is that while, when I advocated this 
action three years ago it met with little 
favor, when I 
strongly last year half of the committee 
were in favor of it but were willing to wait. 
At the next meeting I shall urge it till the 
cows come home, and as it has been demon- 
strated as thoroughly practicable by the 
work of the Yale team following the open 
style of play which would result from this 
rule, I am sure the committee will be 
with me.”’

No More Rowdyism—Northrop. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
President Cyrus Northrop of Minnesota uni- 
versity does not t the proposed Pennsyl- 
vania university remedies for roughness in 
football would prove effective, but believes 
the game should be modified oefore next 
geason. Although the president of the uni- 
yersity is the stanchest supporter of the 
game among the college presidents of the 
country, he believes some of the rowdy feat- 
ures of the game must be eliminated. 


Players See Changes Coming. 


New Haven, Conn., Nov. 27.—[Special.]— 
Yale football-men admit that the playing 
rules will be changed radically this winter 
but they insist that the rules committee will 
do the changing. President Hadley has de- 
clined to take part in a general conference 
to reform football by college presidents and 
officials. He thinks that the undergraduates 
and alumni are running the game in such 
fashion that if reforms are needed they can 
effectively make the changes. 

In this respect President Eliot of Harvard 
stands with Yale, as Dr. Eliot has, it is under- 
stood here, declined the request of Chancellor 
MacCracken of New York university to 
take part in a general conference, 


Columbia Considers Changes. 

New York, Nov. 27.—Francis 8, Bangs 
chairman of the Columbia university com- 
mittee on athletics, today pronounced foot- 
ball, as played under the present rules and 
methods, to be “a brutal and abominable 
game,” and said that if he had his way it 
would be prohibited. 

Speaking of the rules committee, appointed 
a number of. years ago by the now defunct 
University Athletic club, Mr. Bangs de 
scribed its members as “ irresponsibie, im- 
pervious to public opinion, and culpable in 
their disregard of the increasing danger of 
the ne as they have made tt.” He de- 
chotel teak they had done nothing to better 
conditions and that he did not think the re- 
vision of the rules could be intrusted to them 
now, with any dence. :

FOOTBALL FINDS NEW FOR 


COUNCIL ASKED TO PROHIBIT THE 
GAME AS PLAYED AT PRESENT. 


Ald, Harris, Urges That Corporation 
Counsel Be Instructed to Draft an 
Ordinance Preventing Contests Un- 
til Danger Is Eliminated—Coach 
McCornack Declares “ Commercial- 
ism’? and Demand for “Giant Play~- 
ers”? Is Opposed to College Sport. 


One more opponent to the game of football 
as it now 1s played was added last evening 
to the large number already arrayed against 
the college sport, when the city councll was 
asked to pass an order instructing the cor- 
poration counsel to draft an ordinance pro- 
hibiting contests umtil the rules are modified 
and the danger of brutality ts eliminated 
from the game. The council sent it to the | 
health committee, 

Ald. Harris, who introduced the order, de 
clared that it was a more dangerous sport 
than pugilism. ' 

“The record of injuries and‘ fatalities is 
appalling,” he said, “‘and unless different 
methods can be used, I think the game 
should be prohibited. More death have oo- 
curred from this game than al] the other 
sports combined, and it is especially in the 
contests between the high school teams and 
the smaller colleges that the danger Lies.” 


McCornack Tells of Evils. 


Walter BE. McCornack, the retiring coach of 
Northwestern university, who directed the 
Dartmouth team for several years, talked 
of the faults of the game and suggested that 
the entire trouble in university teams at pres- 
ent lies in the necessity for “ big men.”’ 

‘* Remove the absolute necessity for giants,” 
he declared, ‘‘and you will remedy the two 
causes of much of the criticism of football. 
These are the danger of physical injury and 
the graft paid, directly or indirectly, to the 
athletes. 

“ Commercialism, or, ag it ig called, ‘ graft,’ 
does prevail throughout the country, no mat- 
ter how many denials of this proposition may 
be made. As a general rule, no money is paid 
directly to the athlete, but he is coaxed to 
enter this or that achoo! with promises that 
he will be given work that will not take all his 
time, but will pay him well. The fact is that 
they are favored more than the other stu- 
dents im choice of these positions, and that 
they are paid more for their efforts than the 
result warrants and more than they would be 
paid if they were not athletes," 

He refused to specialize in making these 
charges, the first of the kind ever uttered by 
@ prominent coach, but he asserted confident- 
ly these conditions exist in almost every uni- 
versity in the country. 


Charges of “Graft”? Denied. 


Coach MecCornack’s admissions of the ex~ 
istence of “ commercialism ” in middle west- 
ern universities was the cause of much com- 
ment yesterday among students and faculty 
at Northwestern university. McCornack in- 
timated that Northwestern university, with 
other universities, had secured “jobs with 
the work cut out™ for athletes, and his 
statement brought. vigorous denial from 
sponsors of athletics at the Methodist insti- 
tution. 

Prof. O, F. Long, chairman of the univer- 
sity athletic board of control, declared that 
Northwestern was immune from the evils 
commonly supposed to be attendant upon 
the getting out of a college tuotball team. 

‘Tf there have been any favors shown ath- 
letes at Northwestern, it has not been 
through the faculty,’’ he said. “ McCornack 
has been quoted as saying that positions with 
comparatively little work have been found 
for men, but if this fs true, and I most sin- 
eerely believe it is not, neither the faculty 
nor the board of control has known anything

So anxious ts the faculty to save the 
school from professionalism that it Is much 
more difficult for an athlete than any other 
man to secure a scholarship at Northwest- 
ern.” 


URGES BREAK IN ATHLETICS 
BETWEEN HARVARD AND YALE 


Magazine of Crimson Graduates Con- 
tains Article Saying Methods of New 
Haven School Mean Blow to Ideals.

Cambridge, Mass., Nov. 27.—The Harvard 
Graduates’ Magazine for December will con- 
tain an article by an unmamed graduate of 
the university setting forth that Harvard 
should abandon athietioc relations with Yale 
on the ground that euch relations ere used 
by Yalesimply asa basis upon which to claim 
parity with Harverd ae an institution of 
learning. Harvard, the writer says, further- 
more, cannot win without adopting Yale 
methods, and this she cannot do without 
violence to her ideals. 

Speaking of an alleged tendency on the part 
of the Yale authorities to maintain silence 
concerning the “internal weaknesses.” of 
the university, in contrast to Harvard's pol- 
icy of publicity and self-oorrection, the 
writer continues: 

“The only publicity which Yale consistent- 
ly has encouraged is publicity in athletics. 
Amd no wonder. 

“ Thanks to the linking of Yale’s name with 
Harvard's in the sports of the last thirty 
years, the public, in its haphazard trashion, 
has gone on supposing that Harvard and 
Yale were about on a level. The truth has 
been, of course, that while Harvard steadily 
has held the primacy of American universi- 
ties since 1870, Yale has dropped to sixth or 
eighth place in point of attendance, and has 
been outstripped by four, if not five, universi- 
ties in its offering of high grade instruction 
and in its professional schools.” 

The writer declares that Yale, under the 
sway of what he terms the “ athletocracy,”’ 
persistently has opposed every attempt to 
curb, or regulate, or purify athletics.

Warehouse. 


With the announcement yesterday that 
Montgomery Ward & Co. goon will tranefer 
the firm’s big mail order.plant to an outlying 
section of the city in order to avoid labor | 
troubles, andin particular teamsaters strikes, 
there came to light a general exodus move- 
ment resulting from the same cause which 
in the near future, it is said, may work great 
c es in the downtown “ loop ™ district. 

haries H. Thorne, treasurer of the Ward 
firm, told of the company's intention, and 
declared that several other large business 
houses are ready to follow this lead 

Mr. Thorne is president of the Employers’ 
association, and although he mentioned no 
names it ig said the corporations which are 
members of that body are concerned in the 
migration plana 

All are said to be seeking sites adjacent ta 
railroad lines or the river. The object, it is 
admitted, is the same in each instance—the 
elimination of the teamster. Other consid- 
erations are actuating some firms, but the de- 
sire to escape another paralyzing strike of 
drivers constitutes the principal reason for 
the contemplated removals. 


Will Build Big Warehouse. 

Search for a suitable location has been car- 
ried on by Montgomery Ward & Co, ever 
since the big teamsters’ strike of last sum- 
mer. The company, Mr. Thorne declared, 
hag not yet settled upon a location. Op- 
tions, however, are said to have been se- 
cured already on two or three pieces of 
property. 

“It may be that within a month or an 
even shorter time,” said Mr. Thorne, “ we 
shall have chosen our new location. When 
we do we shall begin at once the erection 
of a big warehouse. The greater part of our 
business then will be transferred there.” 

It ig possible that the firm’s present bulid- 
ing at Madison street and Michigan avenue, 
erected only a few years ago, may be aban- 
doned. This, however, has not been definite- 
ly decided upon, 

“ We intend to do business without teams- 
ters,”’ said Mr. Thorne. “ At least, we shall 
employ only a few. Teamsters are trouble- 
some, especially while the union is in charge 
of the present leaders. In our new location 
we shall have little need for their services. 
We shall possess either direct railroad facili- 
ties or lighterage advantages on the river 
front. 


Cartage Cost to Be Reduced. 

“Had we possessed these advantages for 
the transference of merchandise last sum- 
mer there would have been no teamsters’ 
strike—at least so far as we were concerned. 
I believe teamsters’ strikes have subsided 
for some time to come, but we purpose to 
proteet ourselves against the future.” 

Mr. Thorne said the company hopes to 
reap another advantage in the form of re- 
duced transportation expenses through the 
change. Cartage costs, he explained, prac- 
tically will be eliminated under the proposed 
new system of direct transfer to railroads or 
boata. 

The fact that several big warehouses have 
been built recently along the river front or 
railroad lines was alluded to by Mr. Thorne. 
He mentioned Marshall Field & Co.’s new 
storage house at Twelfth street and the 
river and the new plant of Sears, Roebuck & 
Co. 

*“ Business men generally,” he said, “ have 
come to the conclusion that an exodus from 

‘the ‘loop’ district is becoming compulsory. 
This is on account both of labor troubles and 
the lack of railroad connections in the heart 
of the city. The ‘loop’ district, moreover, 
bags grown toe congested in the last few 
years.” 


Printers Accused of Contempt. 


Strike leaders of Typographical Union No. 
16 are threatened with arrest for contempt 
of the injunction granted to the typothetz{ 
printing firms by Judge Holdom, Secretary 
BE. F. Hamm of the Employers’ association 
said affidavits are in his possession showing 
that “peaceful” picketing has been in 
progrese under the authority of the union. 

Rival unions of garment workers clashed 
in a hall at Jefferson and O'Brien streets. A 
meeting under the auspices of the United 
Garment Workers of America was in prog- 
ress, when a crowd of men, said to be mem- 
bers of the Industrial Workers of the World, 
the new socialist labor organization, entered 
the hall, upset chairs and tables, and at- 
tempted to drive the occupants into the street. 
8S. J. Stern, label secretary of the former 
union, who was presiding at the meeting, ral- 
lied the audience and succeeded in putting 
the other faction to rout before the police ar- 
rived.

REMOVED BY ROOSEVELT. 


ASSISTANT TREASURER LIEB AT 
PHILADELPHIA. OUSTED. 


Official Accused of Violating Civil 
Service Law, Fraua in kxamina- 
tions, and Also of Favoritism to 
Relatives—Action Taken Is After 
Hearing in Which He Is Supported 
by Pennsylvania Congressman— 
Fired Man Has Nothing to Say. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—President 
Roosevelt today removed from office William 
S. Lieb, assistant United States treasurer at 
Philadelphia for ‘‘ constant and persistent vi- 
ee of the civil service law while in of- 

ce.”’ 

The president declared that the evidence 
showed fraud in the civil service examina- 
tions, the fraud in one instance implicating 
Mr. Lieb’s sister. After reviewing the case 
the president concludes: 

* Under these circumstances of persistence 
in wrongdoing on your part it seems to me 
that there is no alternative but to remove 
you from office. You are accordingly hereby 
removed from the position of assistant treas- 
urer of the United States.” 

President Roosevelt's statement also con- 
tains the following: 

“In your case it seems to me clearly es- 
tablished that you have sought continually 
to take advantage of every kind of technical- 
ity in order to avoid carrying out the law in 
good faith. By taking advantage of these 
technicalities you have kept upon the roll 
in almost continuous positions certain of your 
own relatives and at least one person whose 
appointment evidently was pressed merely 
for political reasons, instead of making all 
proper effort to carry out the law as it ap- 
plies to appointments within the classified 
service.’’ 

The president gave Mr. Lieb a hearing last 
Friday at the request of Senators Penrose 
and Knox of Pennsylvania. Mr. Lieb sub- 
mitted a long statement in answer to the 
charges, and was supported in his defense 
by Representative Patterson of Pennsylva- 
nia. 

Mr. Lieb, when informed of President 
Roosevelt's action, stated that he had re- 
ceived no official notification ,and’ conse- 
quently had nothing to say. He is a resi- 
dent of Pottsville, Pa., and is chairman of 
the republican committee of Schuylkill 
county. The charges were preferred by the 
Civil Service Reform association of Phila- 
delphia. 


ILLINOIS MAN AS RECEIVER OF 
WRECKED ALLEGHENY BANK. 


Thomas Rinaker of Carlinville Chosen 
by Controller of Currency to Unravel 
Tangle of Enterprise. 


Washington; D. C., Nov. 28.—[Special.}]— 
Thomas Rinaker of Carlinville, Ill., today was 
appointed receiver of the Encverprise National 
bank of Allegheny, Pa. He is a son of Gen. 
Rinaker, who was so well known in the legis- 
lature for many years. 

In ordinary cases the controller of the cur- 
rency chooses a receiver for a wrecked bank 
from the same vicinity on the theory that he 
would be better acquainted with local securi- 
ties and relative standing of different cred- 
itors and debtors. 

Under the circumstances Mr. Ridgeley, 
controller.of the currency, felt that it would 
be wise to appoint a receiver living at a dis- 
tance from the scene, who would be able to 
administer the affairs of the wrecked bank 
entirely independent of political influence of 
any kind and with a sole regard to the inter- 
ests of the depositors, the other creditors, 
and the stockholders. 


Poston Bank Closes Doors. 
Boston, Mass., Nov. 27.—By order of its 


i directors, the American National bank closed 


its doors today. It is said that ...e bank has 
not been In good condition for some time. 
Its resources and liabilities are given as 
$750,000 each. National Bank Examiner W. 
E. Neal has been appointed receiver. 

The American National is not one of the 
larger financial institutions of Boston, its 
capital being $200,000. It was not a member 
of the Boston clearing house. The bank was 
incorporated in 1900. The officers are: Presi- 
dent, H. G. Patterson; vice president, J. 
Middleby Jr.; cashier, H. A. Libby. 

It is understood the bank was heavily in- 
terested in the transactions of Burnett, Hum- 
mings & Co., railway promoters, who failed 
last spring. 


ASSAILS BERNHARDT’S PLAYS. 


Archbishop Bruchesi at Montreal Criti- 
' cises the Productions Brought 
. from Paris. 


Montreal, Que., Nov. 27.—[Special. ]—Arch- 
bishop Bruchesi, in view of the appearance 
at the ThéAter Francais this week of Mme. 
Sarah Bernhardt, created a sensation at 
high mass in St. James cathedral by critl- 
cising French theaters, where, he declared, 
the plays produced are imported from a cen- 
ter where Christian marriage is winked at. 

“This sad education,’’ the archbishop de- 
clared, ‘‘ has been gradually going on, and 
a certain actress whose name I would not 
pronounce repeated, only a few months ago, 
the ignoble scenes which it had been her 
custom to produce elsewhere. Why did 
people who respect themselves go to hear 
her? We have no need in this Catholic city 
of such literature and of such plays, brought 
from a country where morality and modesty 
are only vain words.”’ 

He concluded by asking fathers and moth- 
ers to stay away for the honor of their 
families.

George E. Ware, rector of the Episcopal 
church at Lead, S. D., has been indicted by a 
federal grand jury on charges of conspiracy 
to defraud the United States government out 
of’ 120,000 acres of land in Hooker county, 
Neb. Mr. Ward is the president of the U. B. I. 
Cattle company, for which, it is alleged, a 
large number of fraudulent land entries were 
made through the instrumentality of Lam- 
hert and Weich.

ment for interstate commerce offenses, and 
made this abolition retroactive. 


Limits Rates Both Ways. 

In attempting to amend the existing law It 
is proposed to give the commission specific 
authority to fix not only a maximum but a 
minimum rate. The necessity for this is ap- 
parent. In many cases discrimination of the 
grossest character is practiced because there 
may be an entirely reasonable rate between 
two points, whereas between two other points 
an unfairly low figure is quoted by the rail- 
roads resulting In the destruction of business 
in one or more cities in that particular terri- 
tory. 

The commission desires authority, there- 
fore, to prescribe that a rate shall not exceed 
a certain amount for a certain distance, and 
that related rates in the same territory and 
with similiar conditions of transportation 
shall not be made so low as to give an undue 
advantage for one locality over another. This 
is an extension, although an entirely logical 
one, of the general principle of rate regula- 
tion as originally urged by «resident Roose- 
velt, 

In this so-called ‘‘ commission "’ bill, an at- 
tempt also has been made to include all sorts 
of special services in the general published 
tariff. This means that while railroads will 
be permitted to make any contracts they see 
fit with subsidiary corporations for special 
services, the published tariff to the shipper 
must gpecify a rate, not only for the trans- 
portation but for every one of these addi- 
tional benefits. 


Blow at Private Car Lines. 


This, of course, would put the private car 
lines out of business so far as they have 
been dealing with the public. They woula 
have to do business direct with the rail- 
roads under contracts with which the public 
would have nothing to do. The tariffs, as 
published by the railroads under the fa- 
miliar provisions of the interstate commerce 
law, would have to quote rates so much for 
transportation and so much for icing or for 
feeding cattle or for.similar services. 

Under this same “ inclusive "’ rate termina] 
charges, switching charges, and all similar 
devices for evading the provistorts of the law 
as it now stands would be swept away. The 
railroads would be obliged to quote a through 
rate privilege for all kinds of terminal ana 
switching charges on a published basis. 

Furthermore, they would be prohibited 
from making a divisiom of rates, such as 
has been done in the case of the industria] 
roads owned by the harvester trust and the 
steel trust in Chicago. The interstate com- 
merce commission would assume control ab- 
solutely of the division of rates and would 
be entitled, under the amended law, to fix 
that division, just as they would fix any 
other rate on a reasonable basis, and to pre- 
vent discrimination as between individuals 
and localities.

LONDON PAPER OILS AID. 


DECLARES AMERICA’S CRUSADE ON 
STANDARD IS UNFAIR. 
ip 

Petroleum Review Criticises Methods 
of Francis Walker, 
Special Agent, in Getting Informa- 
tion Concerning Rockefeller’s Com- 
pany—Washington Authorities De- 
clare, However, Results Show That 
Prices Are Made Lower Abroad. 


New York, Nov. 27.—[Special.]—The Lon- 
don Petroleum Review of Nov. 18, which has 
reached this country, contains the following: 

‘It is almost incredible the government of 
the United States should seek to destroy one 
of the most important export trades of that 
country because the business principally is 
conducted by the Standard Oil company, but 
ifthe statement made by Francis Walker, the 
United States special agent now in this coun- 
try, is correct such must be the case. 

** Among the various parties visited by this 
agent a few days ago in London was the 
representative of large petroleum interests 
(not American), who was informed by Walker 
the United States goyernment was bound t9 
‘down’ the Standard Oil company, and that 
naturally, as a competitor, that gentleman 
should be willing to give him all the assist- 
ance possible. 

Facts Hard to Find. 

‘Walker proceeded to state that so far 
fe had been unable to find anything against 
the Standard Oil company, but, knowing It 
had. made an agreement with otuwer inter- 
ests, he would like to have a copy of such. 
The agent was asked if his government was 
bent upon destroying so important a branch 
of its export trade,,for only the Standard 
Oil company could maintain the industry 
upon anything like its present proportions. 

‘To ask a large firm to disclose the nature 
of any agreement im which it is interested is, 
in. our opinion, more than indiscreet, and, :f 
such methods ‘have been adopteu by the 
United States’ agent, we certainly shall have 
to change the: opinion which: we expressed 
some weeks ago as to the value of such in- 
vestigation.”’ 

Walker Doing Cood Work. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 27.—[({Special.]— 
Francis Walker is a special agent of the 
bureau of corporations of the department of 
commerce and labor. He is one of several 
agents who have been sent abroad to inves- 
tigate the market conditions in England 
and on the continent. They are expected to 
compare the range of prices there with the 
rates in this country in an effort to show 
that the Standard Oil company maintains 
high rates here and lowers them to meet 
competition abroad. 

Walker and others, it was said tonight by 
an official of the department, have gathered 
an immense amount of valuable informa- 
tion as to Standard Oil methods in the man- 
agement of its tank line steamers and the 
disposition of the oil not only in England 
and the continent of Europe but in South 
Africa, China, and other distant lands. 


CARELESS ENGINEER CHARGED 
WITH CAUSING BOSTON WRECK 


Failure of Trainman to Heed Signals 
Results in Death of Sixteen and In- 
jury of Dozens. 


Lincoln, Mass., Nov. 27.—An investigation 
into the causes of the disastrous wreck on 
the Fitchburg division of the Boston and 
Maine at Baker's bridge last night, in which 
sixteen persons lost their lives and two 
score. Ors more were injured, many fatally, 
seems to fix the blame upén Engineer H. W. 
Lyons of the Montreal express’ first locomo- 
tive, who miraculously escaped death. 

It is practically certain that trainmen on 
the local, upon which most of the fatalities 
occurred, had set the usual signals to indicate 
that it was late. These either were obscured 
by a heavy mist or were misunderstood by 
the man at the throttle on the fast express 
following. . President Lucius Tuttle of the 
Boston and Maine issued a statement charg- 
ing Lyons with responsibility. 

The fireman of the leading locomotive 
Charles E. Barnard, was burned to death 
in his cab, but Engineer Lyons managed 
to escape in some strange manner. He wags 
found under a tree on the embankment near 
the scene. His injuries were not regarded 


late today before the extent of 
the disaster was known. The charred rem- 
nants of bodies were scattered for rods 
around and buried under the mass of burr- 
ing débris, which had not been cleared awzy 
entirely tonight. Parts of sixteen corpses 
have been recovered. At least eight others 
momentarily are expected to die. Mary 
have not been fdentified, and among the 
local’s passengers a number are missing.

SURGERY AND FOOTBALL. 
[From American Medicine.] 

The dangers of football have a decidedly 
professional interest, now that a game can- 
not be started until the surgeons have ar- 
rived on the field with their stretchers and 
instruments ready to remove the wounded. 
It is beginning to take on the tone of war- 
fare—each army with its medical department 
and its ambulances. The battle is waged 
by men, who, through long training, have be- 
come experts in manufacturing patients for 
the surgeons, and surgeons they must have 
for the sport. The commander-in-chief of . 
our regular army thinks the game a bit too 
strenuous even for him—and that speaks vol-, 
umes. 

College presidents, too, are waking up. 
As a drawing card to attract boys, who no- 
toriously revel in such muscularity, the 
American game is found to have faults which 
are greater than the advantages. There is 
a growing impression that parents are more 
desirous of placing their boys where thelr 
brains are trained, and their bodies not 
maimed. It is now said that the game has 
taken a form ‘which the human physique 
cannot possibly endure. From the strange 
costume, with its pads, guards, and masks 
for every prominent bone or joint, it is quite 
likely that the statement is correct—a oy ~ 
clone is safer. 

There is ample reason then for the uni- - 
versal demand for its abolition or at least 
its reform to a point which an ordinary 
growing boy can stand without risk of being 
permanently crippRd. We had visions of & 
new specialty in the profession—a medical 
corps for football teams—but public pdlicy. 
demands prevention, not cure. We hope 
that in next year’s games a surgeon will be 
as out of place as in a kindergarten—th 
it is likely to be a vain hope. Above all we 
hope that the rules will be so arranged that 
it will not be necessary for the players 
to pledge themselves to abstain from “ slug- 
ging’’ their opponents. This may prevent 
police interference in the college ourricu- 
lums, and the players might have a better 
defense if public opinion forces them before 
a jury. Of course, the physical injuries are 
less to be cousidered than the intellectual 
and moral ones. It is a startling fact that 
those supposed to be educators should en- 
courage the development of the physical, 
rather than the production of scholars and 
gentlemen.

MANY RACERS AT NEW ORLEANS 


Number of Horses at Two Southern 
Tracks Not Likely to Cause 
Repetition. 


New Orleans, La., Nov. 27.—[Special.]—There 
is no fear of a scarcity of material in the way of 
horses to supply the rival racetracks for 100 days 
without painful repetition. Secretary Nathanson 
says he has 1,500 racers at the Fair grounds and is 
turning down applications for stalls. Secretary 
Kuhl of the City Park track makes a similar re- 
port. It is safe to say that 2,500 horses are 
quartered at both tracks, with about 1,500 more 
on the way from Washington and other po!nts 

Most of the owners of horses here show signs of 
hard campaigning. Many of them, especially those 
who confined their operations to isolated spotaiin 
the west, have limped in with depleted bank rolls. 
The chase for purses is sure to be desperate. Both 
associations have reason to worry over the paucity 
of $100 a day bookmakers. The ranks of the 
pencil brigade have been pretty weil thinned out. 

It may be necessary for each association to bank 
its own game to a greater or lees extent. At least 
four of the books that will cut in at the Fair 
grounds on the opening day will be financed by 
Louls Cella, and John Condon is expected to put 
on two more, Col. Applegate will have most to 
do with the betting privileges at City Park and he 
is expected to show up an equal force. 

Secretary Nathanson tonight issued the program 
book for the first nine days, the offerings aggre- 
gating $34,500. This is in excess of the prospectus 
of the other track for the same period. The stake 
offerings at both tracks are almost identical. The 
inaugural handicap at each is at six furlongs. 
Corrigan naturally is the heaviest nominator at 
City Park and has three horses near the top in 
weights for the opening feature. ‘' Frisco ’’ Gard- 
ner’s Floral King is given the place of honor with 
125 pounds. Ram’s Horn is in at top weight with 
122 pounds, in the Crescent City event 

Manager Renaud announced tonight that privi- 
leges of the Fair grounds press stand would be 
denied the representatives of the official organ of 
the American Turf association, although badges 
already had been issued to them.

PERSECUTION BY CLASSMATE. 


Young Meriwether, on Advice of His 

» Counsel, Will Take Witness Stand— 

Classmates Tell of Incidents Lead-

Annapolis, Md., Nov. 27.—[Special.}]—Mid- 
shipman Meriwether, accused of killing Mid- 
shipman Branch in a fight at the United 
States naval acadenfy, will take the witness 
stand in his own defense, and relate the long 
series of persecutions to which he was sub- 
jected by Branch. This was decided upon 
by his counsel today. Most of the testimony 
offered today was by midshipmen and re- 
lated to details of the fight and events that 
led thereto. Testimony was given by mid- 
shipmen showing that Branch had endeav- 
ored to enlist others in his persecution of 
Meriwether. 


Branch Misused Position. 


Counsel for the defense offered Midshipman 
W. W. Bradley of the second class to testify 
to circumstances to show that Branch had 
misused his official position when on duty to 
make unjust reports against Meriwether, 
Bradley said that he had been detailed for 
duty with Branch shortly before the fight. 
Branch had told him that they must try to 
get a report against “that man, Meriwether.” 

When on duty Branch had tried to induce 
Bradley to make a report against Meri- 
wether, which he (Bradley) did not think was 

ed and which he refused to make.

he had found that they did not belong to 
Meriwether. 


Midshipman Leigh Noyes testified that he |
